As the South 
has progressed economically, the need 
for two vigorous parties is finding an 
—- reception among the vot- 
ers. e hope the movement continues. 
We offer it every encouragement. Those 
who think Republican should vote Re- 
publican and champion the GOP causes. 

In Georgia, too, we would commend 
Chairman Elbert Tuttle and his Repub- 
lican leaders for the type of campaign 
they conducted despite a factional fight 
that threatened to wreck any attempt at 
organization. The Georgia GOP should 
be something more than a group of 
patronage bosses. Men like General 
Tuttle can make it a real factor in state 
politics.

Forest Fire Control 


Not Merely Rural 


Residegts of Joplin, Mo., have 
learned to their’sorrow that forest fire 
prevention is not a problem for lumber- 
men and rural residents alone. A woods 
fire last week reached the Missouri to 
burn 21 buildings at the edge of town.

While the rest of you 
flock to the polls we, second-class citizens 
of the District of Columbia, sit here, help- 
less, gagain nursing the frustration that 
plagues us every election day. It plagues 
us at other times, too, particularly when we 
pay our taxes, both local and federal, for 
we have no say at all about how that money 
is spent. 

Incidentally, we in your national capital 
pay more than $100,000,000 every year in 
local taxes for the upkeep of your and our 
national capital and we contribute more in 
federal taxes than each of 24 states. 


We don’t like being political eunuchs. 
But we can’t do a blessed thing about it 
except to protest, as we do continually in 
an organized way, and periodically to par- 
ticipate in plebiscites in which we have al- 
ways voted overwhelmingly in favor of hav- 
ing the vote. That's the only kind of voting 
we ever are permitted—and that has got us 
nowhere. 


But you people in the rest of the country 
can have something to do about getting us 
admitted to the union and getting us the 
vote. For you elect those who have the 
power to grant us the franchise—your mem- 
bers of Congress. They are the only ones 
who can give it to us. 


This reminder may be a bit late so far 
as the election is concerned. But not as far 
as action is concerned. For every candi- 
date for Congress is running on a platform 
that endorses home rule for the national 
capital. Both Republican and Democratic 
platforms carry such a plank, as they have 
for some years. Again bills will be intro- 
duced when Congress meets in January. 


If you want to be neighborly and helpful, 
you could contact or write your congress- 
mart and beseech him kindly to carry out 
that platform pledge. This is not a partisan 
issue, but an issue of good citizenship in 
which everybody could and should interest 
himself and herself, for your national capital 
is a part of your country and should be a 


part of its democracy.

Difficulty of Transferring Registratio 


Denies Vote to Millions of Citizens 


Atlanta—A great deal appeared in news- 
papers, on the radio, and through other pub- 
licity on the importance of American citi- 
zens voting. However, it seems to me that 
one fundamental phase of this subject is 


being neglected, and that is an approach 
which would make it possible for a great 
many of our citizens to vote. 


Estimates of the people moving in this 
country every year range as high as 20,- 
000,000. Many of these people are well- 
informed American citizens, but the nature 
of their work makes it necessary for them 
to cross township lines. ° 


On July 1, Mrs. Clemmons and I moved 
back to Atlanta after residing in New Or- 
leans for six years. An investigation of the 
local election law indicated that it was too 
late for us to register, so that we could 
cast our vote in the presidential election in 
Atlanta. After several letters to city offi- 
cials in New Orleans, I received the follow- 
ing letter: 

‘‘Louisiana law prescribes that the only 
way an absentee ballot may be cast in Lou- 
isiana is that the registrant will appear in 
person at the office of the civil sheriff 10 
days previous to an election. There is one 
exception. If you are in military service, 
you may make application by mail for an 
absentee ballot to the above, being particular 
to give him the number of your -registra- 
tion certificate. The civil sheriff's office is 
located in the Civil Courts Bldg., in the 400 
block of Royal St.”’ 


Banks, brokerage houses, and places of 
commercial business find it very easy to 
exchange information, check on _ credit, 
transfer funds, and to take care of the busi- 
ness requirements of a new citizen in the 
community promptly. 

It would seem that if sufficient thought 
were given to this problem, some reciprocal 
arrangement coltld be worked out. between 
states so that citizens moving from one state

places. 


And, although a majority of vot- 
ers bogged down in block-long 
lines outside. Atlantans waited 
grimiv but determinedly to cast 
their votes. 

One exhausted matron, who 
reached for the voting machine 
lever after a wait of one and one- 
half hours, reported: “I did my 
duty—but my feet are killing me!’’ 

Unofficial estimates by election 
managers’ Judge Eugene Gunby 
and Neill Leach set Fulton Coun- 
ty’s total at close to 85,000 ballots. 

Previous high was in the 1946 
election, wher Fulton cast 84,559 
votes. The 1948 presidential gen- 
eral election brought out only 51,- 
054 countv voters.
